tario in one municipality. 


It is not the purpose herein to 
answer any of the arguments of 
the article written by Mr. Wood- 
bridge, sound as they are under 
present-day conditions, but this ar- 
ticle is solely to look far into the 
future; to look five and perhaps 
ten years ahead and base the next 
few years’ development here on 
the history of the past twenty-five 
years, during which time the writ- 
er has been practically a continu- 
ous resident.

Bridging the Golden Gate, 
the fourth project now under 
way to span San Francisco 
Bay, is to be made an all-Cali- 
fornia affair. Business leaders

Interest in the proposed 
bridge is statewide.

San Francisco County and 


several others are now to the 
limit of their bonded indebt- 
edness but it has been found 
that a bridge and highway dis- 
trict may be formed with all 
the powers of the state and as 
a separate entity or subdivi- 
sion unencumbered by bonded 
indebtedness incurred by in- 
dividual cities and counties. 

The Antioch Bridge is being 
constructed at the rate of 200 
feet per month and will be 
completed July 1, 1925. It is 
a companion to the Carquinaex 
Straits Bridge, which will be 
completed by January, 1926, at 
a cost of $4,000,000. Both 
bridges will span Suisun Bay, 
an arm of San Francisco Bay: 
This is expected to place Oak- 
land nearer the supply depots 
of Solano and Napa Counties 
by eliminating a train service 
and a two-hour boat service. 

Dumbarton Bridge ties the 
peninsula to the mainland at 
a point advantageous to East 
Bay development. This bridge 
of the low level type, to be 
completed early in 1925, will 
| give San Francisco a short cut 
to the interior traversing a 
scenie route via Niles Canyon 
to the Yosemite. National Park. 

Each of thest four bridges 
opens up a new section of Cali- 
fornia to the Bay District. 
Each serves a distinet need for 
better transportation and dis- 
tribution of farm commodities 
from Central California and in- 
eidentally unlocks new vistas 
for the motorists——Christiai 
Seience Monitor.

| J. E. Jellich, district engineer 
of the Portland Cement Associa- 
tion, was the principal speaker of 
the day. He declared that the 
use of cement in a more or less 
crude form anti-dates the Christian 
era, evidences of its use have 
been found in the pyramids of 
Egypt, in Roman. and Carthagen- 
ian architecture. The marks of 
the original forms used in the 
construction of the dome of the

layer by the name of Joseph Ash- 
ton took out a patent on a pro- 
ducts the raw materials of which 
he obtained on the smail island 
ce Portland.
